mentary films in accordance wiiii the directions issued by 
the Central Government under sub-section (4) of section 12 
of the Cinematograph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952) and by the 
vaiious State Governments under the corresponding Stale 
Laws. These rules shall come Into force with effect from 
Monday, the 16th February, 1959. 

RULES 

1. The function ol die Film Advisory Board shall lie to 
make recommendations to the Central Government i ( yard- 
ing Lhe suitability of films for approval as scientific films, 
films intended for educational purposes, films dealing with 
news and current events or documentary films in accordance 
with the directions issued by the Central Government under 
sub-section (4) of section 12 of the Cinematograph Act. 1952 
(37 of 1952) and by the State Governments under tin 
lorresponding State Laws 

2. The Board shall consist ot not less lhan seven members 
as follows: — 

(a) Cliannian ol rhe Central Board of Film Censors - 
Lx-Optcio Chairman. 

ib) Regional Officer of the Central Board of Film Censois, 
Bombay— Ex-Officio Member. 

(c) A member of the Advisory Panel of the Central 
Board of Film Censors, at Bombay, nominaled by 
the Central Government 

(d) Not less than four other members, including at least 
one person with knowledge of films and film-making 
and one educationist, nominated by the Central 
Government 

Explanation.— The Additional Regional Officer oi (fit- 
Assistant Regional Officer shall act as an ex-officio member 
in any meeting of the Board which the Regional Officer 
docs not attend. 

3. Members other than the ex-o/ficto members shall bold 
office for a period of one year. 

f. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 3, Ihc Cell 
tral Government may at any time terminate the membership 
of any member of the Board before die expiration of the 
period specified in that rule. 

5. The Regional Officer of the Cential Board of Film Cen 
wars at Bombay shall be the Secretary of the Board. 

6. The non-official members ol the Board may be paid 
such (ravelling allowance lor attending meetings of the Board 
as the Central Govcrnmem may. from time to time, deter 
mine. 

7. No act or proceeding of lhe Board shall lie called in 
question on the ground merely of the existence of anv vacamv 
hi or defect in the constitution of the Board. 

8. Meetings oi the Board shall be presided over by the 
Chairman, and. in his absence, by a membei elected tn the 
members present from amongsl themselves. 

9. The quorum of the Board shall be three. 

10. The Board shall ordinarily meet once a week but a 
meeting of the Board may be called bv the Chairman as often 
as he consider* necessary. 

11. Any person desiring the Board to consider the suit* 
bility of any film for the purpose specified in rule 1 shall 
send an application in writing to the Secretary of the Board 
stating the title of the film, its length, the name of the pro 
ducer and such other particulars as may be required by the 
Board 
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Filins with lengths exceeding 2,000 feet in 35mm will not 
be entertained by the Board for the purpose of these rules. 

12. After examination of the film by the Board, the opinion 
of each member present shall be recorded as to whether:— 

(a) the film is suitable for approval as a scientific film, 
film intended for educational purposes, film dealing 
with news and current events or a documentary film; 
or 

(b) the film would be suitable for approval In any 
specific category on carrying out specified excisions or 
modifications therein; ur 

fc) the film is not suitable for approval as a film In any 
of the said categories. 

13. The opinion of the Board shall be In accordance with 
the opinion of the majority of the members present at the 
nseeting and, in the event of a tie, in accordance with the 
•pinion of the presiding officer. 

14. (a) If the opinion of the Board is that the film is 
suitable for approval as a scientific film, a film intended tor 
educational purposes, a film dealing with news and 
current events or a documentary Jilin, the Chairman shall 
make a recommendation to the Central Government In 
accordance with the opinion of the Board. 

(b) If the opinion of the Board is as in clause (b) or 
clause (c) of rule 12, the Chairman shall communicate the 
•pinion of the Board to the applicant in writing and specify 
a date, not later than seven days from such communication, 
within which he may, if he so desires, make a representation 
against the opinion of the Board. 

(c) On expiry of the date so specified or on receipt of the 
representation, the Chaiiman shall make a recommendation 
to the Central Government in accordance with the opinion 
•f the Board and forward the representation made by the 
applicant, to the Central Government. 

(d) If the applicant agrees to carry out the excisions oi 
modifications specified by the Boaid, the Chairman shall, after 
satisfying himself that such excisions or modifications are 
••tried out, forward the recommendation of the Board to the 
Central Government. 

15. Ob receipt of the recommendation of the Board, thc 
Central Government may, after considering the representation, 
if any, made under sub-rule (b) of Tule 14 and such enquiry 
as it may consider necessary, approve the film as suitable in 
any category specified in rule 1 or pass such orders in the 
matter as it deems fit.

Buildings Organisation, other than Chief Engineers 
of the State Governments; these Chief Engineers may, 
however, if so desired by the Housing Ministers of 
their respective States, act as their alternates on the 
Council. 

(c) A representative each nominated by thc Ministries ot 
Transport t: Communications (Department of Trans- 
port) and Irrigation S: Power, 


(d) Representatives, not exceeding ten in number, from 
amongst Engineers, Architects and Town Planners, 
not in the employ of thc Central or the State Gov- 
ernments, nominated by the Government of India. 

(e) Representatives, not exceeding eight in number, from 
amongst experts in the fields relating to Housing, 
nominated by the Government of India. 

(f) Two representatives nominated by the Government of 
India from Trade Associations and Trade Unions. 

(Ill) Director, National Buildings Organisation will be Ex 
officio Member Secretary ’of the National Building Council.
